Clatsop County Historical Society 


The Clatsop County Historical Society is 
dedicated to the preservation and interpretation 
of Clatsop County’s rich human history. The 
Society manages three sites and programs: 


Heritage Center Museum and Art 
Gallery 


The Heritage Center houses permanent exhibits 
that feature historic artifacts of the native, 
European, and Asian people of the area. This 
summer's special exhibit is “Northwest Indian 
Art,” featuring both historic artifacts and 
modern Indian art of the region. Special exhibit 
items include carved masks, bent-wood boxes, 
button blankets, and totem poles.

Haystack Program in the Arts 


The Haystack Program, administered by Port- 
land State University, offers a series of exciting 
art classes. Each class runs all day for one or 
two weeks, giving students an intense arts 
training experience.

(such as songwriting, guitar, computers in 
music, steel drum).

Fort Clatsop National Memorial 


Fort Clatsop National Memorial commemorates 
Lewis and Clark’s historic journey across North 
America. This National Park Service site in- 
cludes a museum that interprets the journey, a 
slide/tape presentation, and a reconstruction of 
Fort Clatsop (the 1805-1806 wintering site for 
the exploration party). Fort Clatsop also offers 
extensive costumed interpretation of the 1805-06 
winter, featuring muzzle-loading rifle demon- 
strations, and other historical demonstrations. 
Rangers and costumed interpreters are available 
at the site. A daily activity schedule is posted at 
the entrance of the visitor center. Special 
programs are available for schools and other 
organized groups from Labor Day to Memorial 
Day.

A reconstructed rock furnace, similar to the one 
used by members of the Lewis & Clark party to 
extract salt from seawater, is available for 
viewing near its original site in Seaside. Exhibits 
at the saltworks interpret the furnace’s use and 
the seaside activities of the Lewis & Clark party 
during their 1805-06 winter stay.

Visitors to Ft. Stevens State Park can walk 
through the remains of the batteries and 
buildings of Oregon’s only coast artillery fort. 
Signs at the batteries interpret their design and 
function. The Ft. Stevens Museum houses ar- 
tifacts and exhibits that interpret the Fort’s entire 
active period - The Civil War through World 
War II.
